There was an increase of the revenue of the year 1906 from taxes as 
compared with the year 1905 of $143,963.07 or 2.3 per cent, with an in- 
crease of the ordinary miscellaneous revenue as compared .with that of 1905 
of $5,188,396.00 or 89.4 per cent, making a total increase of the ordinary 
revenue of $5,332,359.07 or 44.8 per cent. The increase of the ordinary 
miscellaneous revenue was due in a great measure to the fact that there 
was one year's revenue of saloon licenses at $1,000 per annum and four 
months' at $500 per annum included in the current year. There was also 
an increase in miscellaneous revenue extraordinary of $17,305, making a 
total increase of $5,349,664.07 in miscellaneous revenue, or 89.7 per cent. 

There was an increase in the operating expense of $1,085,030.72 ; and 
an increase of $521,844.30 in the expense for repairs and maintenance; 
an increase of $88,000 for interest on bonded debt, offset by a decrease for 
miscellaneous interest of $137,392.33, making a total increase of expense 
ordinary of $1,557,482.69. The ordinary revenue of the year exceeded the 
ordinary expense $3,144,838.15. There was an additional revenue of 
$1,400,000 derived from the sale of general corporate bonds and extra- 
ordinary revenue from the sale of real estate and the Woodlawn Pumping 
Station of $17,305. There was $455,233.48 expended for general construc- 
tion; $253,060 for repayment of amount withdrawn from the special 
assessment fund and $448,080.06 for judgments rendered against the 
City, resulting in a net excess of revenue over expense of $3,306,769.61.

The ordinary revenue of the Water Works for the year 1906 as com- 
pared with 1905 shows an increase of $210,975.72 or 5 per cent and the 
revenue extraordinary of $90,441.44 making a total increase in revenue 
of $301,417.16 or 7.1 per cent. The increase of $1,555,381.24 in the total 
expense for the year 1906 as compared with the year 1905 is due to an 
increase of $12,853.99 in the ordinary expense, being the operation and 
maintenance of the Water Works, offset by a decrease of $747.37 for in- 
terest ; an increase of $470,055.32 for intercepting sewers ; of $1,025,044.31 
for general construction and extension; and of $47,427.62 for judgments 
paid and water pipe extension certificates redeemed. 

There were no water loan bonds redeemed during the year 1906.

The number of warrants drawn on the Treasurer covering the above 
disbursements was about 22,000. 

The number of bbnds issued was 4,062 and of vouchers issued, 2,363. 

The number of bond calls during the year was 8, covering an estimated 
amount of $3,500,000. 

In 1901 there was no bond call made. There was one made in both 
1902 and 1903 ; in 1904 there were six and in 1905 seven. 

It is estimated that of the bonds covered by the twenty-three calls 
made during the past five years amounting to about $12,000,000, 90 per 
cent have been presented and the amounts called applied thereon, thereby 
effecting a saving to the tax payers of the city of fully $350,000. 
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In addition to the calls provided by statute, others were made possible 
by the County Collector reporting his collections semi-monthly instead of 
annually as heretofore* 

So closely were the collections followed by calls during 1906, that in 
a subsequent call of January 10, 1907, very few instances occurred in which 
the amounts called exceeded $100 or $200. 

From January 1, 1902 to July, 1905, the ledgers as established contain- 
ing the accounts, were mere single entry records, there being no balanc- 
ing or verifying features nor aggregating and controlling accounts incor- 
porated therein. 

On July, 1905, the present system, one of double entry, was instituted 
by which there is set forth in subledgers the available resources and de- 
ferred debt of the various warrants, each condition being shown separately 
and in detail, and each subledger having an accounting identity, together 
with the supporting accounts of resources and liabilities, upon the general 
or controlling ledger. The system as now organized includes two control- 
ling ledgers and 165 subledgers which under the rules of the office are 
balanced monthly. It includes also the proper record in ledgers by years 
of tax purchase certificates and deeds and the conversion of certificates 
into deeds, a feature of accounting overlooked in the provisions of the 
system approved December 23, 1901. 

Relative to the investment by the Corporate Fund, in accordance with 
the provisions of the appropriation ordinances of 1903 and 1904 to take 
up defaulted special assessment paper occasioned in part by tax certificates 
being assigned the City of Chicago by the County Collector at tax sale, 
which originally amounted to about $79,000, there has been returned to the 
Corporate Fund out of the special assessment warrants about $61,000, 
showing that fully 75 per cent of the original investment has been re- 
turned. 

This is an argument for continuing these appropriations, if the same 
can be legally accomplished, because, the nept ultimate loss, if any, to the 
Corporate Fund would be. very small, and a considerable saving to the 
tax payers in reduced cost of improvements would result, if the contractors 
knew for a certainty that there would be no default in payment of their 
paper at maturity. If it could be legally appropriated and expended, I 
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believe the interest earnings of the special assessment fund, which are be- 
tween $20,000 and $25,000 annually, would greatly help to take up the 
numerous small defaults on bonds, coupons and vouchers. 

In any event, I think some steps should be taken to do away with the 
annual default caused by itax sales to the city. 

Relative to payment of paper due December 31st, 1906, would say that 
90 per cent of same was vouchered, audited, recorded and in hands of 
Paying Teller prior to December 25, 1906, and every item due that had 
been presented to this office up to three days before December 31st, was 
ready for payment oh that date.

The comparison with the business 
of the previous year shows an increase of 6,189 in the number of orders 
issued, and an increase of $424, 377.66 in the total expenditure, or a little 
over 53 per cent in excess of the volume of business transacted in the 
previous year.
